Faded flowers may be restored by 
dipping an inch or two of their stems 
in very hot water and leaving them 
until the water ‘cools. Then cut off 


pure carbon doxide and giving out 
oxygen, thus purifying the air for 
man and animals. When their leaves * 
ore dusty, plants are practically 
suffocated. Therefore wash thktr 


the immersed portion of the stems 
and place the flowers in clean cold 
water in which is a ttle charcoal.

Plants such as palms. and aspidis- 
tras should have their leaves sponged 
gently cach time they are watered. 
Equal parts of lukewarm water and 
mil should be used, and cach leaf 
carefully supported with the hand to

Crimes! Why, the Useboats of 
1915 were. virtuous in comparison 
with the German ‘airmen of to-day, 
amusing themselves with  fishing- 
boats, lightships, and swamped bont- 
loads of escaping scamen.

Young factory workers are in 
even worse condition, Women, 


‘| once. dedicated to the kitchen 


and the nursery, are now em- 
ployed in factories in work far 
beyond: their atrength, with 
serious effects on their health. 


Many more startling facts are 
revealed—increase in alcoholism, 
suicides, and the death-rate 
among them, ! 


We are so much accustomed 
to look with caution upon every- 
thing that pertains to Germany 
that oven the statements’ of 
scientists are scrutinised closely.

If their bodles are found we read 
of official funerale and wreaths in- 
scribed “To on galinnt enemy.” 
the same time we hear of the spray- 
ing with bullets, officially described 
as murder, of our unarmed scamen 
by those same “gallant enemies.” 


‘At the same time Goering, with 
whom we are at war, praises our 
“gallant airmen,’ and I suppose Mr. 
Churchill purrs with — satisfaction. 
What humbug! : 


IGNOR MUSSOLINI'S son was 

an airman in the Abyssinian 

war, and described in’ print with 

great gusto the fun of spraying 

Abyssinjans—how — they seattercd,

Or is it 
our orders, too? Is there on under- 
standing between British and Ger- 
man airmen that it shall not be done? 
Or is it another one-sided piece of 
decency? 


We did not torpedo the Bremch 
because there was no certainty that 
the erew could be rescued; but the 
Seven Seas are full of British and 
neutral ships sunk with all on board. 
“We-"play-the-game."-—What-n- game 
it fs that Mr. Churchill boasts of!

‘My Corresp 


NAVE been credited recently over 
the Hamburg wireless station 
and in an address to German editors 
at Wiesbaden by Dr. Dietrich, the 
omMcin] head of the German Press, 
with Iaunching an attack agalnst him 
on the British radio and in the 
newspapers, I control. He has 
charged me with, among other 
things, lack of fairness, ‘with pre- 
varleation and mendacity: 

This accusation, coming from 
such a source, I need not seriously 
concern myself with. It may, how- 
ever, be advisable in the Interests of 
both the German ond the British] 
peoples for me to review In chrono~ 
logical sequence the events connected 
with the proposed exchange of news- 
poper articles between the two 
countries, an idea for which Dr. 
Dictrich was originally responsible. 

On May 13 of last year Dr, Dietrich 
published in o number of the lead- 
ing German hewgpapers u statement 
that he had offeréd to put the entire 
German Press at the disposal of an 
American writer if he could have fn 
exchange the right of Inserting in 
‘certain American newspapers an In= 
formative _ article’ about Germany 
from the German point of view. He 
revealéd that his offer had been re- 
jected, and fhe made capital of that 


fact. 
° * * 


Challenge Accepted 

Six days afterwards, on May 19, 1 
learned of this suggestion and toolc’ 
up Dr. Dictrich’s challenge Immedia- 
tely, and on behalf of my important 
group of British newspapers notified 
my willingness to accept the offer 
{n question on the same terms, Six 
days after that, on May 25, an answer 
came to me from Dr. Dietrich ex- 
pressing misgivings as to whether the 
proposal would really serve the cause 
of peace, and osking for certain as- 
surances, mainly of a character pros, 
tective to German interests, and the 
definiteness of the exchange to be 
made. T at once expressed Ina letter 
to Dr. Dietrich my sincere hopes for 
n peaceful understanding between 
England and Germany, and Informed 
him that the points he. raised would 
be given full consideration and dealt 
with by me after the Whitsuntide 
vacation, : 

Six days afterwards, on May 31, I 
wrote once more to Dr. Dietrich 
agreeing unequivocally to all the 
points he had raised. 1 suggested 
that an official German representa- 
tive should be appointed who would 
be empowered to discuss with me 
every detall of oficial procedure in 
connection with the exchange of the 
articles, o :

President Roosevelt's speech on 
Saturday, which stressed the rights 
of the small nations, was also an- 
other indication ta Hitler about the 
impossibility of peace on his terms. 

On the other side of the picture the 
Nazis were suggesting threats if the 
peace offensive did not succeed. 

The Nazi hints that Germany 
might get Itallan’ military support 
were not taken very seriously but 
there was a question of partnership 
in south-east Europe. 

The Nazis had adopted two lines 
apparently: : 

(1) They had no doubt tried to 
persunde Italy that the attachment to 
Russia was only temporary, 

(2) If that did not convince the 
Italians very much the Nazis would 
then try to persuade Italy that the 
Russian influence in the Balkans 
could best be nullified by a guarantee 
to Rumania or any other move to 
indicate thelr joint opposition to 
Russian influence there.

When the 
ball has come to rest in the hands 
of the wicket keeper the ball is 
dead, and remains so until the 
bowler starts to deliver the next 
ball. This means that when the 
ibowler receives the ball -he can- 
not run the batsman out at his 
end.

My Correspondence With Dr. Dietrich 


By LORD KEMSLEY 


HAVE been credited recently over 
the Hamburg wircless station 
and in an address to German editors 
at Wiesbaden by Dr. Dietrich, the 
official head of the German Press, 
with Iounching an attack against him 
on the British radio. and in the 
newspapers’ I control. He has 
charged me with, among other 
things, lack of fairness, with pre- 
varication and mendaclty. 

This accusatlon, coming from 
such a source, I need not seriously 
concern myself with, It may, how- 
ever, be advisable in the interests of 
both the German and the Britlsh 
peoples for me to review. in chrono- 
Jogicnl sequence the events connected 
with the proposed exchange of news- 
paper articles between the two 
countries, an idea for ‘which Dr. 
Dietrich was originally responsible. 

On May 13 of last year Dr. Dietrich 
published in a number of the lead- 
ing German newspapers a statement 
that he had offered to put the entire 
German Press at the disposal of an 
American writer if he could have in 
exchange the right of inserting in 
certain American newspapers an_in- 
formative “article “about “Germany 
from the German point of view. He 
revealed that his offer had beer re- 
jected, and he made capital of that 


fact. : 
i * s 


Challenge Accepted. 

Six days afterwards, on May 19, I 
learned of this suggestion and tools 
up Dr. Dietrich’s challenge Immedia- 
tely, and on behalf of my important 
group of British newspapers notified 
my willingness to accept the offer 
in question on the same terms. Six 
days after that, on May 25, an answer 
came-to me from Dr. Dietrich ex- 
pressing misgivings as to whether the 
proposal would really serve the cause 
of peace, and asking for certain as- 
surances, mainly of a choracter prow 
tective to German interests, and the 
definiteness of the exchange to be 
made. I at once expressed in a letter 
to Dr. Dietrich my sincere hopes for 
n peaceful understanding between 
England and Germany, and informed 
him that the points he ralsed would 
be given full consideration and dealt 
with by me after the Whitsuntide 
vacation, . 

Six days afterwards, on May 31, 1 
wrote once more to.Dr. Dietrich 
agreeing unequivocally to ail the 
points he had raised. . I suggested 
that an official German representa- 
tive should be appointed who would 
be empowered to discuss with me 
every detail of oficial procedure in 
connection with the exchange of the 
articles, .

Visit To Germany I 

Fifty-three days later, on July 23, 
on the porsonal and urgent Invita- 
tion of Or. Dietrich, I went to Ger- 
many to discuss all the points with 
him, ond an July 27 I arrived at 
Bayreuth, where I had on Interview 
with him, with Herr Hitler, and im- 
portant German oficinis, Dr. Dle- 
trich, however, ‘took up the attitude, 
in response to my request for {m= 
mediate action, that that particular 
moment was not the right one for the 
publication of the articles. A later 
date, he suggested, might show an 
{mprovement In the international at- 
mosphere which would give greater 
hopes of a rapprochement between 
the two countrics. | Expressing‘ the 
opinion that the sooner the articles 
were published the better, I left Dr. 
Dietrich with the expression of a 
hope from him that he would be able 
to send me the German article very 


. Nothing further, however, 
heard by me from h 

August.21.. I was at that time taking 
a few days’ holiday at Deauville, and 


“was 


it was there that I received on that 
date the Ietter—untranslated, In Its 
original German text—which was in- 
tended as o draft for publication. It 
had been. posted by Dr. Dietrich in 
Munich, according to the postmark 
on the envelope, on August 18, ‘It 
had reached my address in London 
on August 20, and had then been 
forwarded to Deauville, 


The Sovict Pact 

But on August 21 there wos on- 
nounced from Berlin the fact that the 
Sovict-German Pact had been suc- 
cessfully mnegotinted; os the official 
record shows, it was signed on Au- 
gust 23 by Ribbentrop and Molotoff. 
As this document established and 
finally decided a complete reorlenta-~ 
tion of Germany’s traditional anti- 
Communist policy, and alliance be= 
tween Germany ond Russla ogainst 
the Allies, it made any hope of 
agreement by discussion very im- 
probable, This was my view at the 
time, and I was supported in that 
view by some of the highest political 
authoritics In this country. 
...-Notwithstanding .this.trembilng and 
threatening nature of the inter~ 
natlonal situation, on the afiernoon 
of August 22 Dr. Hesse, the German 
Press Attache In London, at the re- 
quest of Dr. Dietrich in Germany, 
called upon me at my house in 
London to Inquire if the article had 
deen safely received.. He gave me 
@ personal messaye from Dr. Dietrich 
to say that the article representing 
Germany’s case should be published 
in Britain before the one stating the 
British case had been sent to and 
published by the German papers. 
This ingenuous suggestion was, necd- 
less to say, not acceptable to me. 

I could only remind Or. Hesse that 
it had always been understood that 
there. should be simultancous 
publication of the views of both sides 
in ‘both countries, that it would be 
manifestly unfalr to the German 
people ta deny thenr the right of 
reading the Britlsh statement at the 
same time as the British public was 
given the opportunity of reading the 
German case. Nevertheless, on 
August 23 I acknowledged to Dr. 
Dietrich recelpt of his letter and ar- 
ticle, and informed him I was am 
ranging -for the translation. of the 


artlele.

Infamous Bargain 

I will not express any opinion 
upon the German article, but content 
myself, with pointing out that the 
essential condition of 
wos the right to publish corres- 
ponding ‘article in the German 
papers, that this particular German 
article awalted a mutually agreed 
translation, and that although an En~ 


.glish article had been prepared, that 


also awalted on agreed. translation; 
and it was quite clear jn my mind 
that before these two translations 
could bo ngreed the crisis between 
the .two countries would be pre- 
elpitated beyond repair. At that 
moment the International . situation 
was at such o tension that any {dea 
of reciprocal newspaper. exchange 
wos beyond consideration, 


I refterate my assurance to the E 


German people ‘that In conducting 
these negotintlons I was throughout 
perfectly -sincere in my desire for 
peace.
